BORIS NIEMCOW was said to be 47 years old, married, e native of 
Russia who entered the United States in October, 1937, and who claims to have 
secured his first citizenship papers.

STEVEN BROOKS-KOSENTHAL was said to be’an ettorney with offices at 
132 West 31st Street, and it was stated that he was not active in the manage= 
ment of the PACIFIC MERCHANDISE COMPANY. 


The informant advised that the officers mentioned above formerly 
held similar positions in the BY-PRODUCTS IMPORTING COMPANY, which company was

Examination of the books of the FaR EsSTERN FUR TRADING COMPANY 
at the time showed that this firm had handled business for the SOCIETE 
al'ONYME FRANCAISE POUR L'INPO @aTION DE LEGUMES SECS, a Soviet cover firm 
in Paris, at least up to October 1937.

Although I have epg! been here a week, I only yesterday had the 
opportunity of completing the negotiations with Hit. im peace and in full 
detail and of forming an opinion of the combination which we have teken 
into account. I have already wired to you the result of my reflections 
and will briefly describe the course of the negotiations as follows:- 


As the most important object of my journey was the establishment of 
the business for dyed marmots, I pursued this negotiation first. Our 
Kontrahent (contracter?) for the running of the business proposed to 
engage two brothers (sons of a former employee of his) who have at 
present a little shop and manipulate marmot with his support. They have 
made since April, the peak month, a turnover of about 20,000 pieces. I 
spoke to these people and made it clear that they did business in a very 
small way. I asked them how much they could turn over if they had 
sufficient. capital and they named the figure 50,000 per annum. In their 
business they make an advance of 10% in gross and both draw #65 weekly 
out of the business and the profit if there turns out to be one at the 
end of the year. 


By this arrangement, i.e. if these people were taken over and were 
paid $6500 which they require and the business run with the smallest 
possible staff, the cost would be at least 410,000 per annum which against 
9 turnover of about $200,000 would already be 5% of the amount. 


IT objected to this plan, I could neither from a business point of 
view, nor from the point of view of confidence, entrust a capital of this 
size and the running of such a business to these people. I demanded the 
installation of a proper business manager with the necessary knowledge 
and experience and a confidential men from our side. The cost, however, 
which such an organisation would entail, would not be covered by the 
planned turnover. I therefore proposes to manipulate Chinese goods as 
well through which the turnover would be bigger and the cost easier to 
cover. This was refused, however, and with it the broader basis was 
withdraw from the business. 


Yet another obstacle proved insurmountable in the negotiations: Hit. 
wanted all the financial transactions such as Pe of goods, the 
discount of exchange, the opening of credit in China, etc. to go chroney 
his firm or his bank as the case may be. I, on the other hand, demanded 
that the floated fa. (factory?) should immediately get into touch with 
the bank and if at first it had no credit, we should help it, either by 
taking over the guarantee or to place money at its disposal for the ; 
opening of a credit account, so that later the firm itself would obtain 
eredit, It was impossible, however, to effect this. I decided therdae 
to let this project drop and telegraphed to you to this effect. 


As to the question of buying Chinese furs, Eit. himself is inclined 
to do business with us, his staff less (so) asserting they do not need 
our apparatus for buying, but as his decision is taken, business can be 
done on the following basis. The whole business is done with a joint 
account. he buying follows through our friends to instruct whom a man 
from here will be sent. The buying limit will be given out fmm here 
agreed to by both, if either of us wants to buy an article and the other 
not, the person in question can do it on his own account. 


The selling follows through an established firm here in the adminis- 
tration of which one of our confidential men already holds a post, the 
practical work however, follows through his staff, as well as the storing 
in his offices, where generally the site of the new fa.(factory?) will b& 


An. agreement will be mate for the estimated buying and selling 
expenses. The financing will be undertaken by both in equal shares. 
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Ba ene 


From the point of view of profit, this combination is very much 
to be recommended, as a single firm in the near future would hardly 
have such selling possibilities and with such little expense. From 
other points of view, such a combination could only be recommended 
if the man whom we have in view to this end, would, after a certain 
time, have learnt the business so far-as;to eventually runoa 
similar business independently. 


As I cannot see this business through, I arranged that Bit. 
should meet our Tientsin friend in London about 15th October in 

order to complete the affair. The latter would know exactly what 

he would need. By this time I shall already be in Europe. I do 

not know whether in the fixing of the rem&ining terms, some insur- 

mountable obstacles will appear, I think, however, that this busines 
will be arranged.

wo GLUGKSMANN to follow him; that together they formed the’ Societe 
de Commerce d'OQutre-Mer, which was liquidated in 1938; and that 
CZLOZZAUER founded the Far Eastern Fur Trading Co., in London in January 
1938. (Presumably GLUCKSMANN was mistaken in the date of the founding 
of the company, as we were corresponding with our American friends about 
it in 1936. ) 


When GLUCKSMANN was taken into internment, it was found that Paula 
Sara ZLOCZOWER, German, a niece of Uscher ZLOCZOWER, was living as a 
refugee in his, GLUCKSMANN's house.

Palestine Police are interested in the political connections 
of Reuben GIDONI alias GLICKSMAN or GLUCKSMAN, a Palestinian 
subject who left that country over three years ago and on this 
account is liable to forfeit his Palestinian nationality. 


He is suspected of being a Communist agent and is at present 
in Vienna, where it is understood that he recently applied to the 
British Consul for a renewal of his passport. His exact address 
is not known. A copy of his photograph is attached. 


We have a reference to a Rubin GLUECKSMANN in a report from 
Vienna dated 5.5.21 on the Poale Zion. This Rubin GLUECKSMANN was 
apparently one of the leaders of the movement. It is impossible 
to say, however, if he is identical with the subject of ‘this 
enquiry. 


e.. from Vienna dated April, 1934. 


Reuben GIDONI applied by letter to the Consulate in Vienna 
for a renewal of his Palestine passport, but fhe matter had to 
be referred to the Palestine Government, who instructed the 
Consulate to enquire into the reasons for his absence. GIDONI was 
communicated with at the address given by him in the first instance 
but no answer was received. A messenger was then sent to the 
address in question, but he was unknown there. A few days later 
a woman appeared and asked for the renewal, saying that GIDONI was 
travelling in the Provinces. The local Police were also asked if 
they could trace his whereabouts, but up to the present have 
failed. GIDONI does not appear on any of the local Police records. — 


The Police have been trying to locate the whereabouts of 
GLUECKSMANN but have failed. They cannot trace that anybody of 
that name, or GIDONI, was connected with any Jewish organisation 
in Vienna, nor can they give: any information regarding his antecere: 


Report from Vienna dated September, 1934. 


The Police have now sent the following report on GIDONI alias 
GLUECKSMANN ;:- 


Reuben GIDONI is doubtless identical with Rubin GLUECKSMANN, 
Jew, born 15.5.1889 at Czernowitz in Roumania. Rubin GLUECKSMANN 
was first registered with the Police in 1909 when he returned to 
Vienna from Ronchi and lived with his parents, Moses and Karoline 
GLUECKSMANN, till 1924. He then emigrated to Palestine and was 
later registered in Vienna as a Palestinian subject in the name of 
Reuben GIDONI, married, birthdate given as 19.5.1889. From January 
8th to 26th, 1931, he stayed first at the Hotel "Stadt Oedenburg" 
and then at Pension Grim. Later he stayed with his brother 
Gamiliel GLUECKSMANN at Liechtensteinerstr., 1, Vienna IX, where 
he registered under the name of Rubin GLUECKSMANN. From here he 
is said to have gone to Berlin.

Cover for Dlegal Resident Agents. 


A highly important firm called OSIWAG or the Eastern Trading Co., was 
created by the Fourth Department in Berlin in 1922. It provided a genuine 
business cover for a large number of Fourth Department agents. The principle 
business of the firm was the sale of Russian produce in Germany, The business 
was passed to them through the Soviet Trade Delegation in Berlin.. In one 
year the firm made over a million roubles profit. As KRIVITSKY points out 
this profit was merely the putting of money from one Soviet pocket to another. 
Nevertheless the proceeds of OSTWAG trading were retained by the Fourth 
Department to ausmont their espionage and internal disruption grants. 


} 


Two junior staff officers of the Fourth Department, the bothers Abraham . 
and Aaron EHRENLIEB, were put in charge of the organisation and espionage 
side of the firm. They were of Polish origin naturalised Austrians. The 
business side of OSTWAG, and later its various branches was in the hands of 
an old Bolshevik - a Latvian = a personal friend of General BERZIN, He 
travelled a good deal with s speculant agent - Leo KATZ - a Roumanina, Leo 
KATZ visited this country at some time in connection with the affairs of 
the firm. (He must not be confused with a Hungarian, an Ogpu agent, of tie 
same name.). 


About 1925 or 1926 the Fourth Department suspected that the activities 
of the firm had become known to the German police. They decided to withdraw 
the EHRENLIEB brothers and other members of the Russian General Staff and 
let the firm continue purely commercial activities under a speculant agent 
called ZLOCZOWER, A man called STUICHKA also worked in connection with 
OSTWAG and its affiliated companies. 


After their recall from Berlin the borhters EHRENLIEB worked for a time 
in the Fourth Department. Both men were first class accountants and manages 
the accounts of the Fourth Department in the second section. After a tim x 
Abraham EHRENLTEB was sent to Tientsin where he founded and built up a ver 
important firm - the Far Eastern Trading Co. The profits were retained fo 
their work in China by the Fourth Department, and were a useful source 0 
foreign currency. Incidentally Abraham managed to inspire sufficient opnfidenze Le 
in Tientsin to be appointed president of the Austrian Chamber of Con Jrce u 
there. Later Adam PURPIS, a Lett, who travelled on a Honduras pas: oort be 
head of the Tientsin firm. He passed through London in 1937 or 1938, but 
probably only in transit to Russia from some other Western European country 
Soviet ships sailed regularly to Leningrad from Hay's Wharf, London, and 
the Fourth Department frequently used this means of returning agents to Mose 


The other brother Aaron was sent to Urga, the Soviet colony in Outer 
Mongolia. In 1935, he was recalled to Moscow with the idea that he sho 
go to the American branch of (STWAG. The firm in the U.S.A.became very astive 
and a lot of material can be obtained from the American authorities. : : 
plan fell through owing to the difficulty of obtaining an American visae 
It was decided, in 1936, to send him to London where an affiliated company 
of TAG, known as the Far Eastern Fur Trading Co.was formed in Februar, 
1936. 


The Far Eastern Fur Trading Co.is properly registered in the United 
and is staffed by commercial men carrying on legitimate business. Certa 
members of the staff however devotes a proportion of their time to Fourth et 
Department work. ZLOCZOWER was in London working for a time with EHRENBE 
during the Spanish war KRIVITSKY sent a man called Samuel HOCKSTEDT or, 
HOCHSTEDT to meet EHRENLIEB in London and the two worked together in t! 
export of arms from Sweden to Spain, STUICHKA, at that time in Faris,

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involved in these deals. Samuel HOCHSTEDT is now in the U.S.A, 


KRIVITSKY does not know Rubin GLUCKSMANN, the present chief of the Far 
Eastern Fur Trading Co.in London, but is certain he is a Fourth Department 
man. He believes that he is not an Austrian and that his passport is Moscow 
made, KRIVITSKY regards it as highly important that a thorough investigation 
should be made into the whole personnel of the Far Eastern Fur Trading Co., 
although it is possible that GLUCKSMANN himself is actually still under 
training ani held in reserve for more active work at a later stage. This 
is the usual procedure for newly appointed heads of companies established by 
the Fourth Department, 


In regard to the creation of the firm, KRIVITSKY feels sure that the 
solicitor - Herbert OPPENHEIMER - would not have been used accidentally for 
the legal formalities. Something must already have been known about him in 
the Fourth Department. KRIVITSKY believes that he actually met him in Paris 
in connection with arms deals for Spain,
